2. Definitions. -- In this Ordinance , unless the con 
text otherwise requires , 

( a ) " Board " means a Building and Other Cons 
truction Workers Welfare Board constituted by 
a State Government under sub - section ( 1 ) of sec 
tion 18 of the Building and Other Construction 
Workers (Regulation of Employment and Condi 
tions of Service ) Ordinance, 1996 ;

3. Levy and collection of cess . - ( 1 ) There shall 
be levied and collected a cess for the purposes of 
the Building and Other Construction Workers (Re 
gulation of Employment and Conditions of Service ) 
Ordinance , 1996 , at such rate not exceeding one per 
cent. of the cost of construction incurred by an 
employer , as the Central Government may , by noti 
fication in the Official Gazette , from time to time; 
specify . 


And Whereas the Building and Other Construction 
Workers Welfare Cess Bill, 1995 was introduced in 
the House of the People to replace the said Ordi. 
nance , but has not yet been passed ; 


( 2 ) The .cess levied under sub -section ( 1 ) shall be 
collected from every employer in such manner and 
at such time, including deduction at source in rela 
tion to a building or other construction work of a 
Government or of a public sector undertaking or 
advance collection through a local authority where 
an approval of such building or other construction 


And Whereas Parliament is not in session and the 
President is satisfied that circumstances exist which

including verification of the correctness of any 
particulars furnished by any employer under sec

8. Interest payable on delay in payment of cess. -- 
If any employer fails to pay any amount of cess 
payable under section 3 within the time specified 
in the order of assessment , such employer shall be 
liable to pay interest on the amount to be paid at 
the rate of two per cent. for every month or part 
of a month comprised in the period from the date 
on which such payment is due till such amount is 
actually paid .

9. Penalty for non - payment of cess within the 
specified time. -- If any amount of cess payable by 
any employer under section 3 is not paid within the 
date specified in the order of assessmentmade under 
section 5 , it shall be deemed to be in arrears and 
the authority prescribed in this behalf may, after 
such inquiry as it deems fit, impose on such em 
ployer , a penalty not exceeding the amount of cess ; 

Provided that before imposing any such penalty , 
such employer shall be given a reasonable opportu 
nity of being heard and if after such hearing the 
said authority is satisfied that the default was for 
any good and sufficient reason , no penalty shall be 
imposed under this section . 


4. Furnishing of returns. ( 1 ) Every employer 
small furnish such return , to such officer or autho 
rity , in such manner and at such time as may be 
prescribed . 

(2 ) If any person carrying on the building or 
other construction work , liable to pay the cess under 
section 3 , fails to furnish any return under sub -sec 
tion ( 1 ) , the officer or the authority shall give a 
notice requiring such person to furnish such return 
before such date as may be specified in the notice . 

5. Assessment of cess. - ( 1 ) The officer or the 
authority to whom or to which the return has been 
furnished under section 4 shall, after making or 
causing to be made such inquiry as he or it thinks 
fit and after satisfying himself or itself that the 
particulars stated in the return are correct, by 
order , assess the amount of cess payable by the 
employer . 

( 2 ) If the return has not been furnished to the 
officer or.authority under sub -section ( 2 ) of section 
4 , he or it shall , after making or causing to be 
made sich irguiry , as he or ić thinks fit , by order , 
assess the amount of cess payable by the employer . 

( 3 ) An order of assessment made under sub - section 
( 1) or sub -section ( 2 ) shall specify the date within 
which the cess shall be paid by the employer . 


10. Recovery of amount due under the Ordinance. 

Any amount due under this Ordinance (including 
any interest or penalty ) from an employer may be 
recovered in the same manner as an arrear of land 
revenue . 


11. Appeals . ( 1) Any empioyer aggrieved by 
an order of assessment made under section 5 or by 
an order imposing penalty made under section 9 
may , within such time as may be prescribed , aprical 
to such appellate authority in such form and in 
such manner as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) Every appeal preferred under sub - section ( 1) 
shall be accompanied by such fees as may be pres 
cribed . 


6. Power to exempt. -- Notwithstanding anything 
contained in this Ordinance , if the Central Govern 
ment is satisfied that it is necessary or expedient 
so to do in the public interest, it may , by notifica 
tion in the Official Gazette and subject to such 
conditions , if any , as may be specified therein , 
exempt any employer or class of employers from 
the payment of the cess payable under this Ordi 
nance for such building or other construction work 
as may be specified in such notification . 


( 3 ) After the receipt of any appeal under sub - sec 
tion ( 1 ) , the appellate authority shall , after giving 
the appellant an opportunity of being heard in the 
matter, dispose of the appeal as expeditiously as 
possible. 

( 4 ) Every order passed in appeal under this sec 
tion shall be final and shall not be called in question 
in any court of law . 


7. Power of entry. -- Any officer or authority , of 
the State Government specially empowered in this
